The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not disclose the particular structural relationship of claim 1 such as a 
removable aerosolizing element comprising a movable element whose inner surface 
defines a portion of a chamber and is capable of moving in response to an external 
force applied the exterior surface causing the movable element to move toward agent 
releasing orifices to increase pressure and cause agent to be expelled through the 
orifices and projections in the chamber which maintain a minimum spacing between the 
movable element and the orifices.
